INFECTED GROUND SQUIRRELS. 

During the week ended January 14, 1911, the finding of 3 plague- 
infected ground squirrels was reported as follows : One squirrel found 
January 3 in Alameda County, Cal., at Quinn ranch, 3£ miles north- 
east of Haywards, and 2 squirrels found January 4 and 9, respectively, 
in San Joaquin County, Cal., at Hughes ranch, 1 mile southwest of 
Ripon.

In connection with the making of a squirrel-free zone around the 
cities in California on San Francisco Bay, 25 acres of land in Alameda 
County were covered with poison during the week ended January 14, 
1911.
